Of 
course, when we eventually got 
through, after one of the most trying 
experiences of our lives, we discovered 
to our deep regret that Locatelli had 
not reached Fredericksdal. We waited 
anxiously for hours and still no sign 
of the speedy Italian plane. In fact, 
it never arrived. But that's getting 
ahead of our story.“

for the last fifty miles we were flying 
over a seemingly endless expanse of 
it.

“In the dense fog it wasn't always 
possible to see them, and as we were 
flying down near the water we had 
some close shaves. Several times in- 
deed we saw a wall of ice looming up 
just ahead and had to point our nose 
upward and zoom blindly over them. 
At other times we were dodging in and 
out among towering bergs and praying 
to God to guide us through. 

At one time Erik and Jack were 
so close behind us in the New Orleans 


ice right ahead I banked steeply to 
the right and they turned to the left. 
Both our wings just missed the berg by 
inches. When we got beyond the berg 
we were separated in the fog. But we 
didn’t dare to circle about looking for 
each other for fear we might collide. 
I headed the Chicago in toward shore 
but Erik happened to turn out to the 
sea, making a huge circle of thirty 
miles or so. From then on we saw 
nothing of each other and neither knew 
but what the other might have crashed 
into that wall of ice. 


Separated from New Orleans. 


“For, another hour we dodged ice- 
bergs and huge black shadows looming 
out of the fog which we knew to be 
rocky islands. We. were flying a com 
pass course and keeping as near land 
as possible. Finally we reached Cape 


Farewell, the southernmost point of 


Greenland, and after heading north up 
the west coast for a few miles we ran 
out of the fog into a short stretch of 
clear weather, just enough to catch a 
glimpse of ‘ the forbidding ice caps and 
towering peaks of that glacial land.’ 
head of us we could see that the 
fog was flat on the water but only 
extended up to about 1,500 feet. It was 


impossible to get under it, although we 
would have preferred doing so in order 
to keep on the lookout for Fredericks- 
From then on we flew above it, 
racing from cloud to cloud and with 4 
row of icy mountains jutting up 
through the fog on our right. It was 
only by means of these peaks that we 
could be absolutely sure where we were 
going. All the rest of Greeland, as 
well as the sea, was totally obscured. 
We checked the peaks as we went by 
and depended upon the accuracy of our 


knew she must’ be the Danish coast 
guard cutter Island Falk, and imagined 
that she was sending up the smoke as 
a signal to us. 

“Shutting off the motor we dove 
down through the hole and landed 
right alongside her. Then we found 
that we were away out at the mouth 
of a fjord and that the water was very 
rough. But we cared not a rap for 
rough seas now, so delighted were we 
to have found Fredericksdal at all. 
Taxieing several miles up the fjord 
between the snowy mountains, we 
moored our plane. A Danish officer 
came over in a launch and asked where 
the New Orleans and Locatelli’s plane 
were. We replied that we didn't know 
and had lost them in the fog.

“The last fifty miles of that flight 
up the coast of Greenland above that 
heaving sea of clouds was one of the 


most awe inspiring sights imaginable. |: 


The short stretch where we were en 
tirely out of fog was even more 80. 
Below us were icebergs of all sizes, 
bobbing up and down from the wind 
and waves. As the sun shone on them 
scene were a cold light blue and others 
flashed like diamonds, while to our 
right were ‘Greenland’s icy moun- 
tains." 


“There were icebergs all around 
where we moored the planes in the 
fjord at Fredericksdal, and the weather 


was far colder than anything we had 
experienced in either Iceland or Alas- 
ka despite the fact that this was sup- 
posed to be their warm season. Of 
course the first thing we did was to 
organize a patrol around the planes to 
keep the cakes of ice from damaging 
the pontoons, For this work we hired 
Eskimos in their skin kyaks, and a 
launch from the Island Falk brushed 
away the larger bergs. ; ; 

“Then, hurrying ashore, I sent a 
wireless to Admiral Magruder inform- 
ing him that Locatelli had not passed 
Cape Farewell and that we felt sure 
he must have gone down in the fog 
and might now be drifting helplessly 
at sea.”

The doctor came, ex- 
amined his patient’s chest, found no 
rales nor other evidence of disease, pre- 
seribed a chloride of ammonia cough 
medicine and went sway. In a few 
days the man found out he was well. 
Others had ae. it ali along. 


A cough is a very * act, designed 
for a very definite purpose. When used 
for that. purpose it is of great benefit. 
When otherwise used, it does harm and 
it may cause death. It is nature's way 
to clean the bronchial tubes and the air 
passages from jhe vocal cords to the 
bronchus. It ts designed for that pur- 
pose And in consequonce has a set of 
museles, nerves, and nerve centers built 
rightly for that job. 

At birth all this apparatus is built and 
instinctively trained for ts job. When- 
ever there is thick mucus, pus or sputum 
along the road between tne air sacs and 
the vocal cords, cough fires it out. Pro- 
vided,. however, that light “ gobs” or 
“jobs,” -whichever you want to call 
them, can bs lifted along the road by the 
tiny “hairs’ of the tubes. 

Coughing is a highly specialized act de- 
signed to drain the air tubes. When 
used for that purpose it is a life saver. 
When used for any other ourpose, it does 
harm. If one goes into the wards of a 
well organized, properly run hospital for 
consumptives, he rarely hears any 
coughing. When he does hear a patient 
cough the sound is low pitched and sub- 
dued. Never a harsh, hard, grating 
sound. The reason is that the wise 
physicians in charge have taught their 
patients that coughing should not be 
indulged in.except for a purpose and 
when indulged im should be done with 
the vocal cords relaxed. In consumption 
the lungs are inflamed and ulcerated. 
Useless coughing may cause death. In 
any event, it does great harm.

Chicago, Jan. 21:—Few people realize 
the amount of work required in provid- 
ing for the needs of Cook county institu- 
tions, as represented in the classification 
of foodstuffs alone. 
With a view to securing definite tnfor- 
mation on this score, re the county hos- 
pital, Juvenile Detention home, the coun- 
ty schools, the Oak Forest institutions, 
and the distributions by the county 
agent, I recently gathered comprehen- 
sive figures. 


foodstuff aré required each year, which 
means that if I were to issue an order 
to provide these institutions with a 
year’s supply of food, simultaneously, 
it would require a parade of 1,500 one 
ton Ford trucks, extending over an area 
of over eight miles, to make these deliv- 
eries possible. 

Over 1,310 tons of food, including 
meats, fats, tea, sugar, cheese, and flour, 
but exclusive of milk and eggs, were 
consumed in the last calendar year. 
The detailed figures for ail the institu- 
tions follow 

Food supplied county institutions per 
year was: Meats (beef, mutton, pork, 
sausage, bacon, ham), 500 tons; butter 
and butterine, 50 tons; lard, 25 tons; 
cheese, 5 tons: eggs, 108,280 dozen; 
coffee, 44 tons; tea, 12% tons; sugar, 198 
tons; milk, 183,170 gallons; flour, 4,757 
barrels. 

While these figures are somewhat de- 
ceptive, due to the fact that those allot- 
ted to the county agent are distributed 
to the general public, and not consumed 
en institutional grounds, this is offset 
because no account is taken of the fact 
that Oak Forest institutions maintain 
their own farms and vegetable gardens, 
also supplying several outsidé county 
institutions with various articles of food. 


eludes over 500 cattle and 1,000 poultry, 
while the canning factory stored more 
than ten tons of fruits and vegetables 
cultivated on its own grounds during 
1924. 

To show what is required to supply a 
single county institution, the figures for 
the Cook county hospital are very illumi- 
nating. Each day 1-3 of a ton of meat 
is consumed, 130 dozen eggs, 6 pounds of 
cheese, 46 pounds of coffee, 130 gallons 
of milk, 9 pounds of tea, 256 pounds of 
sugar, and 2 barrels of flour, while 30 
tons of butter, butterine, and fats are 
consumed yearly.

Popular call on concert music yes 
terday went to the Auditorium, which 


| in the midst of many other attractions 


| housed a recital by Fritz Kreisler in 

the afternoon and by Florence Mac- 
| beth, Tito Schipa, and Joseph Schwarz, 
at night. In each case the audience 
was of capacity size and uproarious 
appreciation, which would seem to 
have some bearing on the ancient 
adage regarding giving the people what 
they want. 

Mr. Kreisler is without doubt the 
chairman of the league of violinists. 
After hearing all the others, from the 
wonder children to the learned adults, 


one comes back to him to learn that 


there is something in his playing that 
begins where the others leave off. And 
it is something to see the hold he Has 
on his public. After he had finished a 
reasonably long and reasonably trying 
program almost the entire audience 
sat tight, exploding into crackles of 
applause until he came back and 
played one encore and then another. 
This reporter went away after the 
third, and there was little sign of a 
break in the ranks then. ’ 

If you want to know how a piece 
of small dimensions can be turned into 
magnificent art, hear Kreisler in one 
of his briefer selections. The big ones 
can take care of themselves.
